All three programs are Nmiee 
driven except for entering notes or 
names of f ii es and objects. M ake i t 
Move comes with a five lesson 
tutorial built in. which explains 
aid displi^ ill of its functioiit. 
The lessons were all built using 
the program and when run will 
show what a professional display 
that it is capable of making. The 
whole tutorial is very unique and 
should stand at a model for others 
to follow. Pictures or words can 
be copied, moved, zoomed, cut, 
wiped, fade-in, fade-out, disolve, 
repeat, ipirel. deiey. end 
combinations thereof. You nemo It 
and Move It can probably do it. A 
very powerful and excellent 
progrom which brings animation to 
a new high level without the 
hvsle of learning complioied 
progremming commands to achieve 
even the most rudimentwy type 
screen movement. Be prepared to 
be Mend, and to amace those 
around you. I highly recommend 
this new MichTron program. It It a 
worthy addition to their already 
long end distinguished list of fine 
qumtty programs f or tba ST«

Most of the latest disks m the MACE 
&-Bit Library have the new MACE Itenu on 
them. This new menu is actually the same 
old MACE menu with some major 
modi-f ications. Aside from the slightly 
different heading on the menu screen, the 
the most obvious change should be 
...Nothing- The new menu is intended to 
perform its new tricks "behind the 
scenes" without being noticed by you, the 
user. "So, what are these tricks?" you 
ask. (Actually, nobody asked. I 
couldn't think of a good lead-in to the 
ne>it paragraph.) 

First, the menu identifies the files 

which you don't need to load and does not 
show them in the display. An example of 
such a file is DOS. SYS. This file is 
automatically loaded before you even see 
the menu display. Data files are another 
example of files which are not meant to 
be loaded from a menu. 

Second^ if any Machine Laniiuate file 

you select to run is properly identified 
with a .BIN or .OBJ Extender the menu 
will ask you if Basic is required by this 
file. If you answer NO (most cases) the 
menu will thm ask you what type of Atari 
you are using. The reason for this is 
that the menu can now turn off the Basic 
£»iip in all XEs and most XLs. However, 
if you are using a 400, 800, or 1200XL 
the menu will give you the bad news that 
ymi must turn off your computer and 
remove the Basic Language cartridge 
yourself. This means, of course, that 
the menu will not appear on your screen 
when you reboot because it is written in 
Basic. (If any of these terms Tm using 
are foreign to you, then you haven't been 
attending Tom Sturza's EXCELLENT New 
Users' Class after the MACE General 
meeting! Where do you think I learned all 
this silly Jargon?) 

Third, if the HMsnu encounters a file 

which it can't load and run for you, it 
will try to offer a brief explanation for 



its failure and tell you what you must do 
to use the selected file. 

Forth, If you are running a program 
which was loaded by this new menu, you 
can return to the menu by pressihfg FESET. 
However, this action will erase the 
program from your computer's memory 
because it reboots the computer to load 
the menu. You can also use this feature 
to boot another disk by putting a new 
disk in your drive and pressing F^SET. 

Fifth, as of March, " 1987, the menu 
can now print a Document file on your 
monitor screen. This should make life 
easier when trying out a new prc^ram for 
the first time. It eliminates the need to 
boot up a word processor program to view 
a .DOC file to get the instructions. 

One of my objectives for the MACE 
Library is to make our disks as easy to 
use as possible. The new menu is a major 
step towards that goal. If you have any 
suggestions that would wmkm the library 
better for vou please write to me about

Sandi Austin, of ATARI, calls us to say 
that the Second Northern California Expo 
is set for June 19 and 20, at the Santa 
Clara Convention Center. She wants to 
meet with the area User Groups to discusst 
how wemight work together on the Expo. 
We feel quite strongly that June is 
totally wrong. First, we have just 
finished the West Coast Computer Faire 
and more importantly, with such short 
notice there is little time for publicity 
and liithout it the Expo could fall flat 
on its face. 



Unanimously each of the groups 
attending this Thursday night meeting 
with Sandi Austin agree the date is 
totally wrong and we all want to go later 
in the year, preferably October or 
November. Despite this, we are told the 
Expo will take place in June and in fact, 
ATARI has already reserved the 
facilities. <It seems that Jerry Brown, 
self proclaimed User Group friend and a 
new ATARI big wheels has made the 
decision and that's it. Maybe that's the 
way it's done at BIG BLUE, where he comes 
from) . 

We are told that due to lack of time 
ATARI will help out and has already 
started calling the software and hardware 
vendors to sell them booth space, which 
is a large part of the profit for an 
Expo. We start getting excited and want 
to know where the User Groups stand. 
Sandi says we will be allowed to sell 
tickets, help advertise and of course, 
¥mrk the Expo. Ncm we are all big boys 
and girls and know that it takes money 
for the clubs to operate and a large part 
of the Expo money goes down the ATARI 
drain with this move. 

We next ask what's in it for the 

clubs? Several things are mentioned, 
like a 1040 system for each club. But we 
won't get the systems; they will be 
donated to local schools, who in turn 
might let us use them to teach new owners 
how they work. All this in ATARI'S name 
of course. Donations to charities are 
also mentioned! 

All in all a very unsatisfactory 
meeting. We ask Sandi Austin to convey 
our concerns to Jerry Brcmn and get back 
to us. We feel the clubs must be 
compensated fairly for their work. For 
the SLCC this Expo is a Itmq way from 
home and to ask twenty or thirty of our 
members to travel to Santa .ClmtM for a 
day's work at the Expo, in return for a 
donation to some school or charity, left 
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us al 1 cold.^ 

Chapter 5 Monday morning brings a 
newsletter from "AK's ACEs", the club 
that has just put on the Allentown, PA. 
Expo. A great newsletter spread on a 
very successful Expo. But not all was 
roses. It seems ATARI was unhappy that 
one of the vendors scheduled to be at the 
Expo was a mail order firm (the infamous 
Black Patch Systems) and thus does not 
provide service on its 1040' s. ATARI 
told the club not to sell them booth 
space. To back this up, Sandi threatened 
to hold off on the door prize, not to 
bring any new products and finally to 
withdraw from the Expo if the club booked 
this vendor. 

After a telegram to Jack Tramiei, 
asking him to call off the dogs, the 
problem was partially put to bed - "ABE's 
ACEs" backed out on Black Patch and ATARI 
showed up with no new products and no 
replacement vendors for the five or six 
booths that were vacated by Black Patch's 
removal .

Nobody knows anything about it 
but the agency's Mr. ©roch will soon be 
there. We cool our heels for thirty 
minutes, are us^^red into a conference 
room, then shortly into another. Still 
nobody from ATARI. Another 20 or 30 
minutes and Sandi Austin shows up. The 
meeting is on. More properly, A meeting 
is on, but not to discuss the User 
Groups' parti cif>att cm. Itv is to 
formulate plans for the FIRST ATARI Expo 



in Silicon Valley. No mention of last 
year's Expo. "That was the User Groups' 
Expo, this 15 the FIRST ATARI EXPO, put 
on by ATARI". The Expo is to be a show 
to sell STs, with little or no mention of 
8 bit ATARIs. In fact, the agency seemed 
surprised the 8 bits could be used for 
anything other than games. 

During the previous meeting we were 
advised that there would be no new 
equipment for the show, now it seems that 
all at once the new stuff will be there, 
lasers and all. About t^is time it 
became obvious that we were being used, 
pure and simple. With a few well placed 
words for the whole situation, and Jerry 
Brown and Sandi Austin in particular, we 
exit the meeting. We wish them luck. So 
here we are. What now? Swallow our 
pride and attend the Expo like obedient 
children? Fat chance*!
